THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New London, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
New London, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of Mareh 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 


3. To choose a member of the trustees of trust funds for 
the ensuing three years. 


4. To choose a member of the cemetery commission for 
the ensuing three years. 


5. To hear reports of agents, auditors and committees 
heretofore chosen and pass vote relating thereto. 


6. To find out how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of highways, bridges and sidewalks, . 
more than the law requires, for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise five hundred 
dollars ($500) for repairs on permanent improved roads, 
and make appropriation of the same. 


8. To see if the town will vote to take a continuing ap- 
plication for state aid for highways. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise more than the 
amount required by law for state aid for highways. 
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10. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
sufficient to secure state aid for highways for the ensuing 
year and make appropriation of the same. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise fifty dollars 
($50) for the observance of Memorial Day, and pay to An- 
thony Colby Post, G. A. R., and make appropriation of the 
same. | 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise four hundred 
dollars ($400) for the maintenance of electric lights on the 
streets of the town for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 3 


18. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
more than the law requires for the town library for the en- 
suing year and make appropriation of the same. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise three hundred 
dollars ($300) to finish the McFarland road, so called, and 
make appropriation of the same. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise two hundred 
dollars ($200) to repair that part of the Morgan Hill road, 
so called, lying in the immediate vicinity of the Fred Mor- 
gan property, and make appropriation of the same. 


16. To see if the town will vote to raise five hundred 
($500) for repairs to that part of the highway leading from 
Bucklin Corner, so called, to Twin Lake Villa which lies 
within the town limits of New London, and make appro- 
priation of the same. | 


17. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
sufficient to repair the bandstand on Main Street, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise fifty dollars 
($50) for cemetery purposes, and make appropriation of 
the same. | 
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19. To see if the town will vote to adopt the pa iet 
set of resolutions: 


Wuereas, The late Amos H. Whipple by his last will be- 
queathed the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) to- 
gether with the lot of land known as the ‘‘Nelson Lot’’ for 
the establishment of a public library in this town, and 


WuHerEAs, It may be desirable and is thought to be in 
accordance with the wishes of the testator that a memorial 
town hall shall be constructed for the use of the town in the 
place of a public lbrary, 


Voted, That the selectmen of the town be, and that they 
hereby are, authorized in behalf of the town to agree with 
the executor and trustee named in the will of said Amos 
H. Whipple (said executor and trustee being also the re- 
siduary legatee under said will) that a town hall be con- 
structed on the Nelson lot in lieu of a public lbrary as 
provided in said will, said town hall building to be sub- 
‘stituted in the bequest for the public library therein named 
and subject to all conditions provided in said will.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Superintending School Committee of New London: 


I hereby present my first annual report of your schools 
and school property for your consideration. Owing to the 
shortness of time that I have been with you my report will 
be short. 


BUILDINGS. 


The building at Colby Hill is in good repair excepting 
the outbuildings; these need to be thoroughly overhauled 
and remodeled to make them modern and suitable for boys 
and girls to use. An outlay of a hundred dollars will in- 
stall modern chemical closets. 

The installation of the steam auxiliary plant this winter 
to heat the halls, basement, and to help heat one room, 
has done much to make the house more comfortable. With 
the changes mentioned, the town may be proud of their 
schoolhouse. 

The schoolhouse at Low Plain was very dark. It had 
been painted in the inside with a very dark green paint 
which absorbed all the light that entered it. The shade 
trees are too near the house and the boughs eovered the 
windows, thus shutting out the much-needed light. A part 
of the trees has been removed and some of the others 
trimmed, but there is still too much shade. <A schoolroom 
needs sun and light, not shade and darkness. The ceiling 
has been painted with white paint, greatly helping to light 
the room. Another coat of white paint should be added. 
The cross-lights are very bad for the eyes. More windows 
should be added to the side next to the road and to the

rear; then the windows in the opposite side should be kept 
covered except on very dark days. 

This house also needs very much to have a heating and 
ventilating stove installed. Nothing does more to increase 
the efficiency of a school than to have it properly heated 
and ventilated. There is no excuse in these days not to 
have a schoolroom properly heated and ventilated. It can 
be done at an expenditure of about eighty dollars. Should 
not the children of our rural schools be cared for the same 
as our village children? It can be done much cheaper. 
The old-fashioned method of roasting and freezing has 
driven many children from school and has doubtless caused 
the early death of many. 

The outbuildings in this district need attention. 

The schoolhouse at Elkins is in good repair. .It is large, 
light, and, because of the few pupils attending, can be 
ventilated as it is.. The stove should be jacketed. This 
would cost about ten dollars and would add very much to 
the comfort of the teacher and the pupils. The seats and 
desks should be replaced with modern adjustable seats and 
desks. If this cannot be done, the ones that are there 
should be re-arranged. Now a pupil sits in the seat of a 
desk that is one or two sizes larger than the desk he 
works on. This leads to round shoulders, flat chests, eurva- 
ture of the spine, discomfort and disorder. Pupils, to do 
their best, must be comfortably seated. 

All of our schoolhouses are kept clean and tidy. 


TEACHERS. 


All of your teachers, except Miss Holman, have been with 
you longer than I have and, doubtless, you are better ac- 
quainted with them than I am. They are all working 
hard and getting good results. They are progressive and 
are always ready and willing to take suggestions and to 


oT 
try to carry them out. We are sure we shall be able to 


improve your schools with such willing and efficient teach- 
ers. 


SCHOLARSHIP. 


Some of your classes are quite a little below grade, even 
in a nine-grade system. We see no reason why they cannot 
be brought up not only to a nine-grade system, but to an 
eight-grade system. There are only a very few towns that 
maintain nine grades in the elementary school to-day. We 
believe the boys and girls of New London are just as 
bright and capable as they are anywhere. This cannot be 
done at once but ought to be accomplished in one or two 
years. The saving of a year’s time means much to the 
town and to the pupils. The State Program of Studies 
is made out for eight grades. 

We have made outlines in arithmetic, geography and 
English to aid the teachers in their work. These outlines 
lay out the amount of work to be covered each term and 
each year. They are to be used in conjunction with the 
State Program and not to take its place. We will pre- 
pare outlines for the other subjects as soon as possible. 

The upper grades are much nearer up to grade than are 
the intermediate grades. This may be due to several rea- 
sons, but as we are not sure which ones are, we will not 
suggest any but will spend out time and energy to im- 
prove them. The teachers and superintendent need the 
help and co-operation of every parent. We wish they 
would visit schools often and feel free to talk with us about 
them. The schools are theirs. They furnish the children 
and pay the taxes. They are entitled to just the kind of 
schools they want and we are anxious to serve them. We 
have made sixty-six visits to your schools and feel that we 
are becoming somewhat acquainted with them and their 
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conditions but parents should not leave all the visiting to 
the superintendent and school committee. They should 
know from their own observations what is being done. 

In closing, I want to thank you for your help and co- 
operation. You have always seemed ready to co-operate 
with me and to do all in your power to make my work 
pleasant and efficient. The town is fortunate to have such 
an efficient school committee. 

I also wish to thank, through you, the teachers for their 
help and co-operation.

To the Citizens of New London: 


The trustees of the public library submit the following 
report for the year ending February 15, 1917: 


The library has been open for exchange of books and 
as a reading room from two to three hours every day ex- 
cepting Sundays and holidays. It is gratifying to note 
the increasing use of the library by the townspeople, and 
it is the wish of the trustees to make it more and more a 
part of the town life. An effort has been made to inter- 
est the children by introducing educational games, puzzle 
pictures, etc, tables having been given for the use of the 
children in playing these games under the supervision of 
the librarian. It is believed that many facts of history 
and geography can be pleasantly taught in this way. The 
last volumes of the new International Encyclopedia have 
been received, and arrangements have been made to secure 
the additional volumes as they are published each year so 
that the encyclopedia can be up to date. The trustees 
would urgently ask for an increased appropriation from 
the town. Owing to the increasing cost of books and maga- 
zines, due to the scarcity of materials, more money is needed.
